Then'anothcr attempt is 
made at an equal distribution of tho 
stolen cheese, to bo followed by more 
complaints, with the result that.the 
average of protection is pushed higher 
and higher In tho effort to Mitit,fy all. 


If there js such a thing as "genuine 


protection," under which, as the Press 
avers, "all American producers possess 
equal rights and enjoy equal privi- 
leges," what^of tliGL consumer? His 
very exlbtcnde is forgotten. 
Tie ib not 


so much as. mentioned while those who 
despoil him arc; tjpylng .to divide tho 
booty. And vrhen-an attempt Is made 
to ease the Crushing weight of taxa- 
tion which- rests upon his bending 
shoulders and to place a littlo of it upon 
the possessors of largo incomes, a cry 
goes up that such a measure is com- 
munism and sectionalism. 


There is no better answer to this 


folly and no better defense, of the 
rights of the consumer than certain 
words of Hon. John Sherman, which 
rfcrp quoted without. challenge ..no 
longer than last November by lion.
